On Mareh 1, 1954, these hollyhock 
plants were wrapped in polyethylene 
coated Kraft paper, just as we now 
wrap them for shipment, and put in 
common storage, (not refrigerated). 
They were unwrapped and planted 
here in Shenandoah, Iowa, on June 15, 
1954, a date far past their normal 


planting time. The weather at that 
time was running 90 degrees or higher 
every day—the beginning of a dry, hot 
summer. Yet all the plants lived, grew 
quickly, and were very healthy, as you 
ean see by the actual photograph of 
the same plants: 


AMAZING NEW METHOD OF WRAPPING NURSERY STOCK 
Gives You Plants That Grow Better—Get Off to Faster Start 


We have adopted an entirely new 
method of wrapping our nursery stock 
for shipment to you. We no longer put 
the roots of the plants in heavy, wa- 
ter-soaked spaghnum moss, and then 
wrap the whole plant in plain heavy 
kraft paper. 


Now the wet spaghnum moss is 
eliminated. Some of the plants now 
are put into a bag made of polyethy- 
lene film—a strong but almost trans- 
parent plastic film, Others are wrapped 
in a kraft paper that has been coated 
on the inside with polyethylene. Which 
method is used depends upon which is 
better for the particular plant being 
shipped, but in no case is any packing 
of any type used. All nursery stock 
excepting a few very large trees sent 
by express are wrapped in this man- 
ner. 

The Plant Breathes 

This new polyethylene film does two 
important things for the plant in ship- 
ment. First, it allows the plant to 
“breathe.” Gases, or air, can pass back 
and forth through the film. A plant 
that can’t breathe will smother to 
death, 


Secondly, while allowing the air to 
pass back and forth, the film retains 
moisture. Thus the plants do not dry 
out. 

It no longer is necessary to pack the 
roots of the plants in wet spaghnum 
moss. In fact, with this new film, it is 
better not to. The dormant plants 
which we ship need to be protected 
from drying out, but at the same time 
it is not good to get them too wet. 


A deciduous (not evergreen) tree or 
shrub growing in your yard prepares 
itself for winter by shedding its leaves 
and arresting the flow of “sap.” It 
adapts itself to a period when it gets 
practically no food or moisture. The 
roots do not drink copious quantities 
of water as they do in warmer weather 
when growing, but want only-to be 
protected from drying out, a job done 
well by the frozen ground. 


With our new method of packing 
we cooperate with nature. 


Developed by Iowa State College 

This new method of wrapping plants 
for shipment was developed by the 
Iowa State Agricultural College at 
Ames, Iowa. So far three years of re- 
search have gone into the project. 
Hundreds of different methods have 
been tried. Plants have been packed 
in various materials in many different 
ways. They then have been shipped 
long distances, or held in storage for 
long periods. ‘Careful records have 
been kept upon how these plants grew 
after being unwrapped and planted. 
The method we are using has proved 
best. 

Better Plants for You 


This new method of shipping means 
that you receive plants that are neither 
water-soaked nor dried out. They may 
look dry, but they really are not; it is 
the nature of dormant plants to look 
that way. Actually, they are “sleep- 
ing.” Just as soon as they are planted, 
they awaken with the warm ground 
and weather, and start growing. It is 
the age-long magic of spring. 


Can Ship Long Distances 

This new method of wrapping means 
also that no matter how far away 
from our nursery you live, the plants 
arrive at your place in good growing 
condition. We, and the Iowa State Col- 
lege, have proved that plants shipped 
thousands of miles arrive in just as 
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good growing con- 
dition as_ those 
carried across the 
street. In fact, 
they are_ better 
than improperly 
packed plants car- 
ried just a’ few 
miles in an auto- 
mobile. This is 
particularly true 
if the stock has 
been improperly 
stored in a retail 
store, or sales 
ground.

With this new method of packing, 
we have held dormant plants long past 
the normal planting time, without soft 
growth starting in the package, then 
planted them out. The results have 
been astounding. The plants have 
grown with practically no loss. 


We still encourage you to order 
early, and plant as promptly as pos- 
sible after you receive your plants. But 
if circumstances make early ordering 
impossible, do not hesitate to order a 
little later in the season if you buy 
your stock from Henry Field's

Field’s Now Offer Strawberry 
Plants Indexed U.S.D.A. 
Virus Free 


We are very happy to inform you 
that all of the June-bearing strawber- 
ries that we are offering in our cata- 
log this year, except where noted, are 
virus free. The growing of virus-free 
strawberries is a very complicated and 
lengthy process, but well worth while. 

The plants referred to as virus-free 
in our catalog have been field grown 
for us from virus-free foundation 
stock furnished by the United States 
Department of Agriculture of Belts- 
ville, Maryland. This field grown stock 
has been dusted with Parathion to 
control aphis which transmit the virus 
disease. It has also been grown a con- 
siderable distance from any other 
strawberry stock. 


There are three distinct types of 
virus diseases affecting strawberry 
plants, and any one or all of them 
weaken the plants to an extent where 
they become sickly and drop very 
sharply in their bearing qualities. 
Therefore it is certainly inadvisable 
to buy June-bearing strawberries in 
this day and age which are not in- 
dexed as “virus free.” 


Our new June-bearing variety 
“Jumbo” is not presented as virus-free 
because it is so new that the slow and 
tedious job of indexing this variety 
has not yet been completed. But we 
feel that the plants are so clean and 
vigorous, particularly since they area 
new variety, that there is very slight 
danger that there will be any virus in 
them. Undoubtedly within a year or 
two Jumbo will be indexed as a virus- 
free variety. 


You will note that none of the Ever- 
bearing varieties are indexed as virus- 
free, and that also is because the 
USDA first worked on the varieties 
most used in commercial planting, 
which are June-bearers, and has not 
yet completed the program of indexing 
the Everbearing berries. However, our 
Everbearing strawberries are grown 
by the same selection methods and 
with the same care, that all of the 
virus-free varieties are grown, and we 
feel positive that our Everbearing 
varieties are practically virus-free— 
certainly as virus-free as any similar 
varieties in the United States, As 
soon as the USDA completes its index- 
ing of Everbearing varieties, so they 
can be certified as virus-free, we will 
have them in our catalog.

BERRIES 


“Black Hawk” Raspberry 

Black Hawk was developed by the 
late Professor T. J. Maney of Iowa 
State College at Ames, where it has 
been under test there for more than 
twenty years. Finally Dr. E. S. Haber 
of the Dept. of Horticulture decided it 
was superior to any black raspberry 
now grown in this area and released it 
for distribution this spring. We feel 
honored to be among the few nurseries 
now offering it for sale. 

In tests over a seven year period at 
the Experiment Station in _Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, Black Hawk out-yielded 
all other varieties and _ selections 
tested. In favorable years, it yielded 
over 5,000 pints per acre. 


It is a midseason late variety, usual- 
ly ripening about the first week in 
July at Ames, Iowa. The berries are 
large, many of them %” in diameter, 
and of excellent quality, either fresh 
or frozen, or when used in jams, pies 


or sauces. They have little or no tend- ~ 


ency to crumble. Black Hawk ranked 
above seven other varieties tested in 
this respect. . 


The plants are vigorous and 
branched strongly, thus providing a 
large amount of fruit area per cane 
and per plant. The fruit is borne well 
out on the surface where it may be 
picked easily. 

Black Hawk is well adapted to the 
climatic and soil conditions of the 
black raspberry growing regions of 
the midwest. Although not entirely 
resistant to Anthracnose, Black Hawk 
is much less seriously infected than 
other varieties. And even when dis- 
ease is present, the berries usually 
will mature. 

The commercial black raspberry 
growers have watched Black Hawk in 
tests for many years, and have eagerly 
awaited its release. So, if you want to 
be one of the first to have Black 
Hawk, we advise you to order early. 
Our supply for this year, and prob- 
ably for several years to come, will be 
limited.

Fuzzless Gold ripens about two 
weeks earlier than Fuzzless Berta, and 
has set tree-bending crops of beauti- 
ful fruit in Omaha, Nebraska, and has 
proven bud-hardy there in seasons 
when Elberta, Hale Haven and other 
well known varieties winter killed.

A New Butterfly Bush 
“Buddleia Alternitolia” 

This butterfly bush is entirely differ- 
ent from any you are acquainted with. 
It grows quite a bit taller, and the 
rich purple blooms are borne all along 
the stems rather than in long panicles 
at the end of the stems. But the most 
important thing about Buddlea Alter- 
nifolia is that it is extremely hardy. 
It is so little Known that we are not 
sure ourselves just how far north it 
would be entirely hardy, but we cer- 
tainly would suggest that you try it 
anywhere in the United States.

Now—Blue Grass Up in7 Days 


If you want to get your blue grass 
up within 7 days after you plant it, 
we'll tell you how we have done it. 


First you soak the seed in water for 


15 hours. Empty the seed.from the 
sack right into the water. If you put 
a sack of seed in water, the water 


won't penetrate to the seed near the 
center of the sack. While the seed is 
in the water, stir it occasionally so 
that all the seeds get soaked. 


Then take the seed out and squeeze 
it as dry as you can. next rinse it with 
new clear water. Finally, dry the seed. 
If you have just a small quantity, you 
can put it into a cloth sack and dry it 
in your clothes dryer. If you don’t 


' want to do that, or if you have a large 


quantity, spread the seed out in the 
sunshine, turning it with a rake or 
hoe occasionally until it is dry. This 
usually can be done in one day. Then 
sow the seed in the usual way. 


The reason this works is that blue 
grass seed has on it a protective coat- 
ing that takes about two weeks to 
break down after planting in the 
ground. By soaking the seed first, you 
soften this protective coat so that the 
seed is up out of the ground in 6 or 7 
days instead of the usual 21, 


A word of caution: after you have 
once soaked the seed, get it dried out 
quickly and then plant it in a day or 
two. Otherwise it may mold.

Peppers 


Plant early in the house or hot-bed 
and transplant to field when ground is 
warm, 

Give each plant not less than 1 inch 
space in the hot-bed, rows 4 imches 
apart.

Irish Potatoes 


Use our potato seed sets or cut your 
own seed pieces, If you cut your own, be 
sure that each piece will have two or 
three eyes. The pieces are planted 4 
inches deep and 12 to 14 inches apart in 
rows 3 to 3% feet apart. Spring planting 
is made as soon as danger of heavy frost 
is over and late plantings should be made 
any time from the last of June to August 
15th. Good cultivation is important. Af- 
ter digging the potatoes do not allow 
them to remain in the open sun. Store 
in a dry, well ventilated, cool place. 


Sweet Potatoes 


Sweet potatoes can be started in hot 
beds about six weeks before time to set 
out. Good, sound sweet potatoes should 
be placed in a bed as close as possible 
without touching and covered with about 
two inches of clean sand. Plants are then 
set on low ridges about 12 to 16 inches 
apart in rows 3 feet apart. Set out in 
the garden after all danger of frost is 
past. Harvest the crop right after the 
first frost. Allow potatoes to dry out in 
the sun for four or five hours. Be care- 
ful not to bruise. Store in a dry, warm, 
well ventilated storage place. 


Radish—See Chart 


Plant often so that you can always 
have them crisp and tender. 

Use them fresh from the garden be- 
fore they become tough and woody. 

Plant the long varieties for late spring 
and summer use. 

Plant the winter varieties in late July 
when you plant late turnips and thin to 
at least six inches in the row.

A dull green color indicates a ripe mel- 
on and a bright green color an unripe 
melon.

Winter Storage 


Surplus garden vegetables can be 
stored in an unheated garage, storage 
house or shed for a month or so depend- 
ing on how low the temperatures fall. 


Store only those vegetables which are 
in good condition. Dig beets, potatoes, 
turnips, carrots and rutabagas as late as 
possible before the ground begins to 
freeze and cut the tops off. Do not clean 
the dirt from them, but place in boxes 
and pack in sand, loam and sawdust. 
The temperature should be between 35 
and 40 degrees. 


The vegetables can also be stored in a 
basement, in which the temperatures 
can be kept down and ventilation pro- 
vided, on racks, shelves, slat bins or 
boxes, raised off the floor. A concrete 
floor should be sprinkled every few days 
and a dirt floor kept somewhat damp, 


Pumpkins, squash and sweet potatoes 
should be stored at temperatures be- 
tween 55 and 65. = 


When storage is required for a longer 
period, an outdoor storage pit may be 
made by digging a pit the desired size 
and deep enough to stand in. The vege- 


tables may be stored in boxes, bins or |

A hot bed is the best place to start 
plants if you are willing to go to the 
trouble to make a good one. However, a 
box of good dirt placed in a south win- 
dow of the house where it will get as 
much sunshine as possible and in a room ~ 
where the temperature does not vary — 
much is good. ' 

If the soil you use does not already 
contain a large percent of humus, use © 
about 50 percent well rotted manure. 
This amount is only suggestive, as there 
is a wide difference in different samples — 
of dirt. What we mean by “Well rotted 
manure”’ is manure that eould almost be 
classed as dirt. Don’t use fresh manure. 

Cover all vegetable seeds about one- 
half inch deep. Cover flower seed very 
lightly (about 3 times the diameter of 
the seed). Make the rows 3 to 4 inches 
apart. Keep the surface soil moist until 
the plants are up or you may have trou- 
ble in getting a stand. Allow 6 to 8 
weeks to get plants large enough to set

Cut just above a bud which faces out. When 
properly pruned, they should not have more 
than 3 to 4 branches, and these should be 
cut to not more than 4 or 5 buds. As tree 
grows, prune in early spring, remove crossed 
and crotched limbs. Trim apples to a central 
leader with limbs on different sides at differ- 
ent heights, peaches so they grow low (cut 
back leader and all branches very short), and 
don’t prune cherries or plums except to re- 
move broken wood or crossed branches. 


Shade Trees 


Plant the same as fruit trees. Don’t plant 
too deeply; this may kill the tree as it must 
breathe through its roots. Plant same depth 
as they were in nursery field. Tramp soil in 
firmly about the roots. Give plenty of space 
between trees. Large growers—Elms, Soft 
Maples, ete. 30 to 50 feet. Medium growers 
—Chinese Elm, American Linden, etc. 25 to 
40 feet. They may be set closer if you need 
to. At the time of planting, cut back all 
side branches at least one-half, but do not 
cut back the main stem. Remove entirely 
any branch that threatens to become a double 
leader or any branch that forms too sharp 
a crotch with the main stem and might be 
broken later by a snow load. Cut off bruised 
and broken roots. If any further pruning is 
necessary, prune in early spring to remove 
bad ecrotches and cross limbs. In all pruning 
be sure not to leave any stubs but cut the 
branch off flush with the trunk. 


Any shade trees over 6 feet tall should be 
staked for at least a year. Drive a good 
strong stake deeply into the ground beside 
the tree, and tie the tree loosely to the stake 
with several ties. If rope or wire is used, 
run the same through an old inner tube or 
piece of garden hose or wrap-in burlap or 
rags so not to cut into the trunk of the tree. 


Windbreaks

Besides giving protection, the windbreak 
is a source of firewood, lumber, and posts, 
and a never ending satisfaction of having 
something green and cooling right at hand 
for both man and animal. 

Here’s a quick, easy way to plant wind- 
break trees. First take a walking plow, 
throw out a deep furrow along the row of 
trees to be planted. (Plow fast’ enough so 
as to throw dirt well out of furrow.) Second, 
put each individual tree against the straight 
edge of the furrow, then throw the loose 
dirt in over the roots. Pack firmly with the 
feet. CUT ALL SEEDLINGS OR TREES 
BACK TO..LESS THAN HALF THEIR 
HEIGHT AS SOON AS PLANTED (except 
Evergreens, which require no pruning). Use 
the cultivator plenty the first two summers.

Plant at least 2 or 2% ft. out from the 
house so you will have good drainage. Va- 
rieties that bloom during the spring months 
should not be pruned in the fall, except for 
the removal of dead wood. Varieties which 
produce blooms on new wood in summer and 
fall, should not be pruned until they have 
become well established. Then the vines may 
be cut back to the height of about 3 ft. to 
encourage vigorous growth. 

Climbing vines should have good soil and 
plenty of water. Cut. back when planted and 
lie or stake securely. Later train to solid 
trellis as motion is injurious to the plants. 

Vines for North and East Side: Clematis, 
Ivy, and Wisteria. 

Vines for South and West Side: Silver 
Lace, Scarlet Honeysuckle, Pink Flame, Ivy, 
Bittersweet, Trumpet. 


CLEMATIS—Clematis thrives best in rich 


garden loam. Sand or peat moss may be 
added to heavy soil to loosen it up. The soil 
should be well drained. It is best to mix 
some lime in with the soil when planting. 
Place the crown of the vine about 2 inches 
below the surface. Don’t cultivate as they 
like to be left aione. In the fall, any dead 


wood can be removed which is the only prun- 
ing needed. Don't prune Hybrid Clematis. 


Shrubs 


Plant as described in 
general instructions. Trim 
back within several 
inches of the ground after 
planting, to make room 
for bushy growth. (See 
Illustration.) 1 ft. of 
should be mounded 
up over each Fall-planted 
shrub and left until 
Spring. Set small va- 
rieties 1 to 2 ft, apart, 
medium grower, 1% to 3 
ft.; tall grower 3 to 6 ft. 
apart. 

Shrubs require little 
pruning. In no case prune 
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square across the top as this spoils their 
natural habit of growth. Cut branches off 
at ground. This will force young growth. 


Prune early blooming shrubs like Spirea V. 
H. and Lilaes right after they bloom. Prune 
midseason and late blooming shrubs in late 
fall or early spring. 

If planting in beds, remove all sod and 
spade up space between plants. In planting 
around foundation, stay at least 2 ft. and 
with large growing shrubs, as much as 38 ft. 
to 4 ft. away. 


Miscellaneous Tips 


Planting or Transplanting—Fall or early 
spring are the times best suited for trans- 
planting. Practically anything can be trans- 
planted in those periods providing proper 
care is taken that the plants do not dry out, 
and that the roots are not too long exposed 
to sun or wind. In transplanting from one 
location to another, or from one home to 
another in case you 
are moving, it is 
safest to move as 
much dirt as possi- 
ble in a ball along 
with the root. This 
is particularly true 
of Evergreens and 
large trees with 
trunk more than 4 
inches in diameter. 
Always replant at 
the same depth that 
the plant was orig- 
inally growing. Al- 
ways tramp the dirt 
in well around the 


Be sure to tamp soil 


! firmly around roots 
roots so there are when planting trees, 
no airpockets. Al- shrubs. Soak ground 
ways leave a CUD- Well clear below roots, 
like depression 
around the plant so 
it may be well watered occasionally until 
it is well established and growing. And, a 


good safe rule is to prune back one-half of 
the top of most any plant that you move, 
with the exception of the Evergreen and the 
main trunks of shade trees. If necessary 
to store plants awhile in the winter before 
planting in a new location, take up lots of 
dirt with the roots and cover the ball of soil 


“with burlap, and place in a dark cool corner 


of your basement. Water occasionally except 
the strawberries, as they are better allowed 
to be quite dry. Be sure the hole you make 
at the new place is plenty big. 

Winter Mulch—A Winter Mulch is es- 
sential with all newly planted plants—no 
matter what kind they are. After the first 
winter except in extreme northern states, it 
is not absolutely necessary that it be applied 
except to strawberry beds. Strawberries 
should always be mulched. On fresh planted 
shrubs, trees, roses, peonies, oriental poppies, 
the best possible mulch is a good mound of 
dirt pulled over the plants just before freez- 
ing time. On roses, shrubs and trees, the 
mound should be at Jeast a foot high. It 
won’t do any harm if it is 18 inehes high. 
For Oriental Poppies and peonies it should be 
at least 6 to 9 inches. This is to keep the 
plants from heaving out of the ground by 
frost action. It is desirable to cover this 
mound with straw, hay or some sort of a 
litter 3 or 4 inches deep if you have the 
same to put on. It is not absolutely necessary 
that this be done, ex- 
cept that the litter 
keeps the soil mound 
from washing away in 
the winter thaws. In 
the spring after the 
ground thaws, pull 
these mounds of soil 
away and the plants 
will start to grow.

Watering — Hoe or cultivate frequently, 
stirring the ground after rain or watering. 
In dry weather water thoroughly once a 
week. The best plan is to make a basin 
around the plant and fill it full of water 
several times until the ground is soaked 12 
inches or more deep. After the water has 
soaked aavay, fill up the basin with dry dirt. 


About Fall Planting 


Besides the fall bulbs, such as tulips, hya- 
cinths, narcissus and the like which must be 
fall-planted, almost all hardy nursery stock 
can be planted in the fall as well as in the 
spring. In fact, many plants do even BETTER 
fall planted than spring set. 

You see, by planting stock in October and 
November when the stock is dormant, you 
give the plant a chance to become established 
in its new location before growing time starts. 
The roots, below the frost line, START 
GROWTH AT ONCE, and for this reason, 
fall planted stock often is way ahead of 
spring planted siock the following summer. 
Do not expect most fall planted material to 
make top growth before winter because it 
won't. : 

Fall planting is just the same as spring 
planting except pruning should be done early 
the next spring, and a mound of dirt at least 
a foot high should be pulled up on top of 
any shrub, tree, roses, peonies, oriental 
poppies, lilies, and left there until spring. 
This is to keep the frost from heaving the 
freshly set plants out of the ground during 
the winter thaws. If convenient, cover this 
mound of dirt with a mulch of oat or rye 
straw or some other litter to keep the mound 
of dirt from being washed away in the pos- 
sible warm winter rains, 

All strawberries or perennials with a leafy 
crown over which dirt cannot be piled should 
have a mulch of 4 to 6 inches of rye or oat 
straw, or some other litter that will not pack 
and rot, put over them after the ground 
freezes. This should be taken off gradually 
in the spring after the ground thaws.

Pruning Tips to Remember 


SHADE TREES—If smaller around than 
your wrist, you can trim them any time. 
If larger, trim only in the winter when 
the sap is not flowing, Trim in early 
spring to prevent bad crotches, crossed 
limbs. 


FRUIT TREES—Prune early in_ spring, 
cutting out bad crotches and limbs 

. that interfere with each other, Don’t 
eut off short spurs from main limb as 
this bears first fruit. 


GRAPES—Prune in February before 
growth starts in the spring. Cut off all 
old wood which has borne fruit. 


HYBRID TEA ROSES—Prune long shoots 
off before winter covering. Prune bal- 
ance of wood to 8 inches from _ the 
ground just before growth starts in the 
spring. 


SHRUBS—Prune early bloomers like 
Bridal Wreath, Lilacs, ete., right after 
they bloom. Later bloomers like Hy- 
drangeas can be pruned in the spring. 


HEDGES—Prune several times each sea- 
son whenever it is necessary to keep 
the hedge in the shape desired, An ever- 
green hedge should be pruued in late 


May or June. If you have a straggly 
hedge, cut it back to within few inches 
of ground, fertilize and it will grow 
nicely. Always prune top narrower than 
bottom, 


Planting Fall Bulbs 


Fall and early winter is the only time you 
can plant tulips, crocus, daffodils, narcissus, 
and the like. They spend the fall and winter 
making roots and then come up early in ‘the 
spring. 

, Set at the depth and distance apart shown 
in the diagram on page 41. You can either 
dig out a complete bed or simply a small 
hole for each bulb. Some people put a lit- 
tle sand in each_hole which is nice as it 
allows drainage. Don’t allow air spaces about 
the bulb and be sure to PACK THE EARTH 
DOWN FIRMLY. If you wish, you may 
put a little fertilizer BELOW each bulb for 
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the roots to feed on. Do not let the bulb 


touch it, 


It’s a good idea to muleh with lawn rak- 
ings or straw or rotted manure. After bloom- 
ing next spring, allow the tops to die down 
naturally and then either dig and store, or 
leave for another season of bloom.

Asparagus 


Set asparagus 15 in. apart in rows 3 ft. 
apart either spring or fall. A bed dug 18 in. 
deep with well rotted manure for the bot- 
tom six inches, and rich top soil for the next 
six inches is best. Set plants, spreading the 
roots well and with eye up. Cover with 3 
inches of soil and tramp well. Or simply 
plant in deep furrow. 

Gradually cultivate soil into trench as 
plants grow so ground is level. Salt is not 
injurious to Asparagus, and may be sprin- 
kled to cover the ground to keep weeds down. 
Dress in fall with manure. Do not cut much 
the first year or two after planting. 

You may cut until about the 1st of June. 
As soon as tops turn yellow in the fall, cut 
close to the ground, then fertilize and mulch 
for winter. 


Blackberries 


Set in good sized 
hole about 2 inches 
deeper than they were 
in the nursery_ row.

Boysenberry and Youngberry 


Set the plants 3 ft. apart in rows 4 ft. 
apart. Don’t crowd the roots. Pack the earth 
around solidly. After planting, mulch with 
a heavy application of well rotted barnyard 
manure, Plants can be left to trail on the 
ground the first season. In the fall, after 
the growth has stopped, prune back about 
one-half of all new growth, -and just before 
the ground freezes, cover with several inches 
of straw. 

Once the vines commence to bud, they 
should be fastened to a trellis, similar to a 
grape trellis. Build a three-wire trellis with 
the top wire about 5 ft. from the ground 
and the bottom wire not lower than 2 ft. 
from the ground, Weave the vines fan shaped 
on these wires. Don’t cultivate much, just 
enough to remove the weeds. It is best to 
remove any very small canes that are found, 
and shorten the longer ones at the time of 
putting the canes on the trellis wires in the 
spring. Old canes should be eut out and de- 
stroyed after the crop is harvested.

Evergreens 


Evergreens are not particular about the 
soil, but they like lots of water when first 
planted.

Gladiolus

Severe pruning should be _ practiced, 
and the weak growth thinned to have good 
blooms, Blue Hydrangeas need some winter 
protection; they also need aluminum sulphate 
to keep flowers blue.

Fortunately, grass seed is not harmed by cold 
weather, even freezes. That means you ean get the 
new lawn planted early, long before you can plant 
most flowers. And you should do so because the 
weeds are loafers and come up late, That gives the 
early planted lawn a chance to get going while 
the weeds are still sleeping. So don’t hesitate to 
start even before all the frost has left the ground, 
A late thin snow even helps. Many prefer to sow 
on a late snow, excepting on steep terraces where 
the melting snow may carry the seed away. . 

So sow early if you can. Get the jump on the 
weeds, get the lawn well established before the hot, 
dry weather comes. Grass seed will not germinate 
during hot weather, 

To do the job right, first work the soil. Spade it, 
or if the area is large, have it plowed, disced or 
harrowed. If you are going to use fertilizer, do it 
now. Then rake it in as you smooth the surface. 

Unless otherwise directed, sow at least 1 Ib. of 
seed per 200 square feet. Broadcast the seed by 
hand, or use a hand seeder. Divide the seed into 
two parts—sow one-half in one direction; the other 
half at right angles to the first. This gives more 
uniform coverage. Then thoroughly rake the seed 
into the top soil and roll to firm up the seed bed. 
Don’t roll when the soil is too wet. Wait until the 
soil is free of frost, but not sticky. 


Caring for Lawn 


Don’t mow a new lawn until the grass is 2 or 3 
inches high. After that, mow only after the grass 
has grown at least an inch after last mowing. Don t 
ever mow too close. Don’t mow too often in hot, 
dry weather. And let the grass go into the winter 
2 or 3 inches high. 

About watering, when you do water, do a soaking 
job and do it less often. If you just sprinkle a 
lawn, wetting only the top of the soil, the roots 
come up to get the moisture. That makes them 
susceptible to further drying out. Water deep, and 
the roots go down, as they should. Deep rooted 
grass stands more drouth and more foot traffic. 

Don’t be afraid to water in the day time, even in 
full sun. Some people also think chlorine or other 
chemicals in water will harm a lawn. If the water 
is fit for human consumption, it won’t hurt the 
lawn. 

About weeds, the best insurance against them is 
a healthy stand of grass to crowd them out. Sowing 
early and mowing high also are good insurance. 
But if your lawn needs some help in combating 
weeds, try the weed killers listed on page 48 of this 
catalog. 


Repairing Old Lawn 


To thicken the grass of an old lawn, sow 1 lb. of 
seed for every 400 square feet. For bare spots, 
work the soil and sow just like for a new lawn. 

There are several reasons for ‘bald spots’? in 
lawns, but the most common cause is lack of mois- 
ture and fertility. The grass is starving. The cure 
usually is a good fertilizer, particularly one high in 
nitrogen. Bald spots under trees usually are caused 
because the grass can’t compete with the tree roots 
for the food and water, not by the shade. Very few 
trees have shade so dense grass won’t grow under 
them if the soil has proper fertility. fe FS)

Henry Field's Develop New and 
Better Shipping Methods 
We have done two basic 
things to get our house plants 
to you as fresh as when they 
left our greenhouses: 
1. We are using the new poly- 
ethylene film to enclose the 
roots. 


2. We are using corrugated 
cardboard boxes of special 


design to prevent the 
plants being crushed in the 
mail. 


How We Use Polyethylene 


We grow our house plants in 
24%” clay pots, as shown in photo 
#1. Before shipping, we remove 
the plants from these clay pots 
and put them in paper pots 
which are lighter and will not 
break. This paper pot is then 
put into a polyethylene bag, as 
you can see by photo #2. 

The polyethylene bag prevents 
drying out of the roots, 
vet allows air to pass 
back and forth—lite- 
rally lets the plant 
“breathe.” A plant 
that can’t breathe will 
smother and die. 


New 3-Sided Box g 


For shipping just one 
or two house plants, 
we use a box which, 
when looked at from 7 
the end, is triangular 
in shape. This gives 
the box added strength 
to resist crushing.
